The Richard Webb Proprvriy is Stiil 
Before the Cour:s. 

When the jury refused to break the 
celebrated Richard Webb will in favor 
of Anna Stevenson, a daughter who was 
practically cut off from all inheritance 
to the $17,000 estate, the matter was by 
no means ended.

The citizens of Ann Arbor and Ypsi- 
lanti intend to form an association in 
the interests of manual training in the 
public schools of both cities.

The meeting to organize will be open- 
ed by a symposiun—short speeches 
from our Ypsilanti guests, Prof. George, 
Superintendent cf the public schools, 
Dr. Richard Boone, of the Ypsilaati 
State Normal college, and several of the 
faculty, Prot. Scherzer, science depart- 
ment, Miss Schriver, of the botany de- 
partment, Miss Stowe, kindergarien 
training department, and Miss Wise, a 
Skillful teacher of the first grade by im- 
proved methods. Dr. Mosher, women’s 
dean of the University, Prof. Hins- 
dale and Prof. Lioyd will also speak. 
Prof. Henry Adams will be lecturing at 
the “round-up” in Pontiac on ‘Tuesday 
evening, and so will be un- 
able to take part in the program. After 
the Symposium will come the formation 
of the Manual Training Association, the 
election of officers, etc., and the formal 
acceptance of the invitation given by 
Dr. Boone to hold the next meeting at 
the time of the Schoolmasters’ Club, 
during the last week in March at the 
State Normal college.

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Two Milan Girls’? Claim Against an 
Executor of an E-tate 


Maude Loveland and Jessie Loveland, 
by A. J. Sawyer, their attorney, kas 
filed a declaration against William O.

T'he fire extin- 
guisners were turred on and the biaze 
Subdued without the use of water, so 
that none of the turniture below was 
ruined or even spoiled.

The pleasant custom just described 
was said to have originated with the 
Dutch settlers of the olden time.

The stories which Miss 
Shaw will have to tell of her experi- 
ences during that toilsome six weeks 
in the far northwest, of how rough 
miners kept unruly tongues in check 
when in her presence, waited at dan- 
gerous places on the trail to help her 
pass them, confided to her their sim- 
ple tales of “loved ones left behind,” 
and in a hundred little ways and by a 
hundred little offices showed their sym- 
pathy and respect—these stories will 
be such as to increase the reader’s 
faith in the basic soundness of human 
nature.

MANUAL IRAINING, 

The citizens of Ann Arbor and Ypsi- 
lanti intend to form an association in 
the interests of manual training in the 
public schools of both cities. The meet- 
ings are to be held once a month alter- 
nately in Ann Arbor and Ypsilanti. 

The meeting to organize will be open- 
ed by a symposiunm—short speeches 
from our Ypsilanti guests, Prof. George, 
Superintendent cf the public schools, 
Dr. Richard Boone, of the Ypsilaati 
State Normal college, and several of the 
faculty, Prot. Scherzer, science depart- 
ment, Miss Schriver, of the botany de- 
partment, Miss Stowe, kindergarien 
training department, and Miss Wise, a 
skillful teacher of the first grade by im- 
proved methods. Dr. Mosher, women’s 
dean of the University, Prof. -Hins- 
dale and Prof. Lioyd will also speak. 
Prof. Henry Adams will be lecturing at 
the “round-up” in Pontiac on Tuesday 
evening, and so will be un- 
able to take part in the program. After 
the Symposium will come the formation 
of the Manual Training Association, the 
election of officers, etc., and the formal 
acceptance of the invitation given by 
Dr. Boone to hold the next meeting at 
the time of the Schoolmasters’ Club, 
during the last week in March at the 
State Normal college. 

The Ann Arbor school board have 
taken so conservative a position that 
after some delay the request for the 
use of High School hall in which to hold 
this meeting was withdrawn. 
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Individually the board has been look- 


ing into the subject of manual training 
and kindred topics, but collectively the 
board is conservative. Supt. Slauson, 
of the public schools, is in entire sym- 
pathy with the new educaticnal meth- 
ods. In Moline, Illinois, the schools nad 
all convenience for teaching sloyd in 
the higher grades, and gradually the 
lower grades were having the work. 
Supt. Slauson is a man of excellent 
judgment and common sense, and as 
soon as deemed expedient will doubtless 
put in manual training into our public 
schools. 

Public sentiment must be brought to 
realize the benfits to the children of 
hand work as well as head work be- 
fore the citizens will be willing to be 
taxed sufficiently to put funds into the 
hands of the school board. 

On Saturday afternoon about 25 peo- 
ple prominent in Ann Arbor and Ypsi- 
lanti are to meet to outline the policy 
of the Manual Training Association and 
to make arrangements for the election 
of cfficers and otherwise plan the frame- 


work to make the Tuesday meeting a 
rousing success.

The D., Y, & A. A, Electric Kailway 
Has Made One, 

A consolidated mortgage for $1,000,000 
was given yesterday by the Detroit, Yp- 
silanti & Ann Arbor Railway to the Un- 
ion Trust Co., as trustee, to insure bond- 
holders in an issue of $1,000,000 of bonds 
dated February 1, 1899, and running for 
twenty-five years, with interest at 6 per 
cent. The purpose is to take up the 
$600,000 of bonds now issued, which will 
mature in 1907, and to use the other 
$400,000 for extensions and improve- 
ment of the road. The mortgage covers 
all franchises, rights and property of 
the company. Five hundred dollars in 
war tax stamps was paid when the 
mortgage was filed in the office cf the 
register of deeds. 


TELEGRAPHIC DISPATCHES. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—The Journal’s 
crusade against the Chicago beef-pack- 
ers has resulted in unearthing startling 
telegrams which that paper says are 
genuine.

CONSULAR SERVICE. 


President Angell Says Men Should by 
well Trained. 
President James B. Angell, ex-minis- 


ter to China and Turkey, contributes 


an article on “Consular and adminis- 


trative reform,” in the February num- 
ber of the He 
touches upon the expansion of territory, 
the military and naval prestige gained 
by the late war and sees with satisfac- 
tion a ‘tendency among business men 
and manufacturers in the United States, 
who expect to expand trade in the 
orient, to demand better consular ser- 
vice and better interpreters. He says 
at present there is no incentive on the 
part of bright young men to learn for- 
eign languages with a view to entering 
the consular service, as the appointment 
is not permanent. A few years ago 
congress made an appropriation for the 
purpose of educating a corps of young 
men, but the next congress failed to 
make any appropriation and so the ex- 
periment was dropped. Frequently the 
government is robbed by foreign ir.ter- 
pbreters, and President Angell believes 
that many young men would go abroad 
at their own expense and learn to be 
interpreters, provided they could be as- 
sured of good salaries later, and ulti- 
mately of entering the United States 
consular service. The same is true of 
Porto Rico and Cuba, where the inter- 
ests of the United States must be pro- 
tected by men appointed permanently 
or during their good behavior, Admin- 
istrative offices in these new posses- 
sions, he says, should, like the consular 


Service, be divorced from politics alto- 
gether.

Miss Flora Shaw, colonia] editor of! 
the London Times, made the entire

Yukon, to Dawson and back, without 
female companions, and without reli- 
ance on other than her own indomi- 
table spirit and her trust in the innate 
chivalry of the race. And when it is 
added that not an insulting word or 
look greeted her throughout the jour- 
ney the justification for her faith is 
complete. The stories which Miss 
Shaw will have to tell of her experi- 
ences during that toilsome six weeks

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BEGGING LETTERS. 
How They Are Treatéd by Helen Gould 
and Others, 

Rated in accordance with the num- 
ber of begging letters received, Miss 
Helen Gould would probably be ranked 
first among the men and women of 
New York who measure their wealth 
by millions, though this was not so, 
perhaps, till after she had begun her 


remarkable work of relieving the 
wants of the soldiers. Miss Gould 
treats her begging mail with much 


greater respect than do most persons 
of large wealth, for, unless unusually 
engaged with other matters, she reads 
every letter asking for financial aid 
on the same day it is received, setting 
aside a certain part of each twenty- 


| four hours for its perusal in company 


Many of 
these letters, most of them, in fact, 
are so palpably fakes that no serious 
atiention is paid to them, yet so sin- 
cereiy courteous and considerate of the 
feelings of others is Miss Gould that 
a polite answer is sent by the next 
posi 10 nearly every letter-writing 
alms asker, Miss Gould’s begging mail 
musi call for a preposterous aggregate 
of charity nowadays, for it has almost 
doubled within the last six months, 
and the total asked for in gifts by let- 
ter in the year 1897, as footed up by 
her private secretary, was a little more 
than $1,000,000, or about $2,740 a day, 
How much She actually gives out for 
charity not even her private secretary 
knows, many benefactions being ex- 
tended by Miss Gould in absolute ge- 
erecy. Though richer than she by 
à goodly number of millions, her 
broiher George does not receive near- 
ly so many begging letters, nor does 
ke open his hand so freely as she; yet 
his begging mail ig something enor- 
mous, and the number of favorable re- 
sponses is greater than is generally 
suppos:d. How the younger of the 
two immensely rich Rockefeller 
brothers treats hig begging mail has 
never ‘eaked out, but John D. Rocke- 
feller and his family are known to give 
it a great deal of their personal at- 
tention, They look after it at break- 
fast time, when every member of the 
family present takes his Share of the 
letters asking for favors, scans them 
and later reads them aloud to the 
others.

Chicago Undertakers Are Now Being 
Coached for Examinations. 


Embalming as a fine art is what the 
undertaker’s business is developing in- 
to. Twenty or thirty years ago the 
system of embalming was very differ- 
ent frons what it is at the present day, 
so much so that in cases of contagious 
diseases there was fear and even dan- 
ger of infection. A bill passed the 
legislature to the effect that all per- 
sons practicing embalming must pass 
a state examination, taking effect in 
Illinois beginning Feb. 1. Embalming | 
schools are now more of a necessity | 
than formerly, as many undertakers 
who have been carrying on the busi- 
ness for years are fearful they may 
fail in the examination of the state. 
The first man to realize that a cor- 
rect system of preparing a corpse for 
the grave, was as important a factor’ 
as that he should have a good physi- 
cian when ill, was Professor J. H, 
Clarke of Springfield, O. Mr. Clarke 
was the first to institute the embalm- 
ing school, which was started more

It takes but four days to become an . 
expert in embalming if the person is | 
studious and applies himself night and 
day to the study. The course consists 
merely of the study of the anatomy as : 
far as regards the circulatory part, dis- 
secting enough to enable him to know | 
where to find the principal arteries and 
several lectures in which what he has 
studied becomes clear to-his mind. 
There are many methods of embalming 
that are new and good. Prof. Clarke’s 
method is to employ the common caro- | 
tic artery, in which to inject the fluid. | 
In past days a body was cut almost to 
pieces in process of embalming, but 
now the opening of a single artery will 
in most cases suffice. Mending a body 
torn or cut in an accident or suicide is — 
an important part of the course. Or- 
dinary muslin is used to join the parts 
together, the sides being firmly sewed 
with stout linen thread. In case of a 
cavity it is filled in with plaster of 
paris and covered with muslin. Some- 
times a body will be cut in several 
places the head severed and otherwise 
mutilated, but by neat mending the 
body will present a most natural ap- 
pearance when clothed for the grave 
and placed in the casket. Women are 
taking up the business despite its un- 
pleasantness. There is a demand for 
them in the work at present as it is 
considered generally that women are 
more careful in handling the head than 
are men. They charge considerably 
more for their work, so are employed 
mostly by the families of the wealthy. 
Sixteen years ago a woman embalmer 
was not known in any part of the 
world. It was then that Mrs. Susie 
Marsh, a Chicago woman, took up the- 
work, being graduated from Mr. 
Clarke’s schoo] in 1882. Mr. Clarke 
has established and taught the schools 
in every state of the union except 
Montana, and in every large city in 
this country and Canada except Win- 
nipeg. His assistant for the past few 
years has been Professor Joseph Frei- 
burger. The schools are not conduct- 
ed in smal] places, owing to the diff- 
culty in obtaining cadavers.

SECRETS OF THE HAREM. 


An interesting illustrated article in 
the November number of Pearson’s 
Magazine” initiates the reader into 
some secrets of the harem which have 
hitherto escaped the. notice of tour- 

ists. Mrs. Herbert Vivian has had 

opportunities of visiting a harem in 
one of the most exclusive households 
in Tunis, and her experiences form in- 
teresting reading. Referring to the 
Arab lady’s life in the harem, Mrs. 
Vivian says: 

“A rich Arab’s wife leads a very lazy 
sort of life. She has absolutely no 
education, and leaves the management 
of her house to servants, though it 
sometimes amuses her to do a little 
cooking. Her day is usually taken up 
with bathing, dressing and sleeping. 
There are bands of negresses, who go 
round the harems, dancing and playing 
On two-stringed violins, tambourines 
and castanets, or singing in harsh, 
cracked voices. Some of these ne- 
gresses are very lively and entertaining 
and are in great request as story-tell- 
ers. 

“A great Arab lady is never allowed 
to see a man if it is possible to avoid 
it, or rather, he is not allowed to see 
her, for she manages to catch sight 
of people, even through her double lat- 
tices of wood and iron. Her brother 
may only visit her with her husband’s 
permission. When she is ill, and it is 
absolutely imperative that a doctor 
should be sent for, great are the prep- 
arations. A servant has to be in at- 
tendance and. hides her completely un- 
der the bed clothes. 

- “Supposing that her pulse has to be 

felt, then the servant covers her hand 
and arm so carefully that only the 
wrist is visible. If she hurts her back, 
a hole is made in the sheets so that 
the doctor may just be able to examine 
the injured place. If he insists on 
seeing her tongue, the precautions are 
still more elaborate, and the attend- 
ant covers her face with both hands, 
just leaving room between the fingers 
that she may put out her tongue. 

“We may come away from harems 
with sentiments of pity for the prison- 
ers, but they themselves are quite 
content. Strangely enough, it is the 
women who are most against any re- 
form. They look on European women 
with amazement, sometimes with hor- 
ror, and I think it will be long be- 
fore the “New Woman” makes her 
appearance in Tunisian harems.”

schools of embalming in every large 
city in this country and Canada, and 
the business has become an art. 

It takes but four days to become an 
expert in embalming if the person is 
studious and applies himself night and 
day to the study. The course consists 
merely of the study of the anatomy as 
far as regards the circulatory part, dis- 
secting enough to enable him to know 
where to find the principal arteries and 
several lectures in which what he has 
studied becomes clear to-his mind. 
There are many methods of embalming 
that are new and good. Prof. Clarke’s 
method is to employ the common caro- 
tic artery, in which to inject the fluid. 
In past days a body was cut almost to 
pieces in process of embalming, but 
now the opening of a single artery will 
in most cases suffice. Mending a body 
torn or cut in an accident or suicide is 
an important part of the course. Or- 
dinary muslin is used to join the parts 
together, the sides being firmly sewed 
with stout linen thread. In case of a 
cavity it is filled in with plaster of 
paris and covered with muslin. Some- 
times a body will be cut in several 
places the head severed and otherwise 
mutilated, but by neat mending the 
body will present a most natura] ap- 
pearance when clothed for the grave 
and placed in the casket. Women are 
taking up the business despite its un- 
pleasantness. There is a demand for 
them in the work at present as it is 
considered generally that women are 
more careful in handling the head than 
are men. They charge considerably 
more for their work, so are employed 
mostly by the families of the wealthy. 
Sixteen years ago a woman embalmer 
was not known in any part of the 
world. It was then that Mrs. Susie 
Marsh, a Chicago woman, took up the 
work, being graduated from Mr. 
Clarke’s schoo] in 1882. Mr. Clarke 
has established and taught the schools 
in every state of the union except 
Montana, and in every large city in 
this country and Canada except Win- 
nipeg. His assistant for the past few 
years has been Professor Joseph Frei- 
burger. The schools are not conduct- 
ed in small places, owing to the diff- 
culty in obtaining cadavers. 


Odd Places to Hide Money. 

The old adage that a woman’s pock- 
et has to be rediscovered every time 
she puts on her gown is true as well of 
the peculiar hiding places women con- 
coct for the careful preserving of their 
worldly jewels and wealth. The old
